A  great  deal  of  good  seed,  though  not  certified  or  registered,  finds  its  way  to  the  oil  mills. 
It  is  from  this  supply  that  farmers  should  contract  for  their  requirements  if  they  do  not 
feel  justified  in  buying  certified  or  registered  seed.  Buy  it  now  before  it  finds  its  way  into 
the  mills. 

From  the  time  our  breeding  fields  are  planted  with  carefully  selected  seed  until  the 
cotton  is  ginned  on  our  Sunshine  Gin,  seed  carefully  stored,  culled  and  shipped  in  sealed 
branded  bags,  it  is  constantly  under  the  watchful  eyes  of  our  own  breeders  and  the  inspec¬ 
tors  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  No  chance  is  taken,  no  carelessness  permitted 
that  might  cause  loss  of  germination  percentage  or  the  varietal  purity  of  State  Certified 
Sunshine  Cotton  Seed.
